The  very 
name  of  a  MulVi'vite  dnkesterrorthrough 
the  whole  id'  this  once  loimidable  pha*- 
lanx.  This  change  is  owing  to  their  pre- 
lent  mode  of  inliding;  if  their  recruits 
have  but  the  appearance  of  youth  and 
drength,  no  more  is  required  ;  Roman 
Catholics,  Jews,  and  P.igan8  are  recei¬ 
ved  without  fcruple,  .and  thieves  and 
drunkards  are  enrolled  by  whrdefale. 

Monfieur  Pcyfonnel,  the  French  Conr 
fill  at  Smyrn.a,  became  an  officer  of  the 
J.iniirariei-,  and  being  greatly  beloved  by 
the  party  he  commanded,  he  prevented 
many  calamities  that  woulu  have  befal¬ 
len  the  French  by  this  circumdance. 

The  Armenian  Patriardi  w’ho  refided 
at  CorllaiUinople  during  the  late  war, 
having  crcateil  a  fiifpicion,  by  fomc  ex- 
preflions  in  his  fermons,  that  he  w'as  a 
Roman  Catholic  at  heart,  the  Armenians 
complained  to  the  Cirand  Vizir,  and  ob¬ 
tained  an  order  to  lend  him  to  the  gal¬ 
lics,  But  the  Patriarch  being  apprifed 
of  his  danger,  immediately  fent  tor  a 
rc.!<mel  ot  the  Janillaries,  to  whom  he 
inaile  known  hib  litnation,  and  prayed  to 
be  inlilted  into  his  company,  which  was 
accordingly  d«)nc  the  lame  day  ;  and  he 
invited  the  colonel,  with  the  red  of  the* 
officers  of  his  regiment,  to  dine  with  hiiri' 
at  his  houfe  the  next  (lay,  which  happen¬ 
ed  to  be  Suntlay.  He  officiated  as  nfiial  ; 
and  upon  coming  out  of  the  church  he 
found  one  party  of  JanilPiries  ready  to 
condu^ff  him  to  the  gallics,  and  another 
to  pr(jte(^t  iiim;  but  the  former  indantly’ 
retired,  upon  hearing  from  the  latter 
that  the  prelate  was  a  Yengi*chcri,  a 
new  janilVary  ;  and  their  officers  joined 
the  company  at  dinner,  where  they  were 
all  very  merry  at  the  expence  of  the 
Grand  Vizir,  whole  order  to  arreft  the 
Patriarch  was  the  lubjeitt  of  ridicule. 

In  one  relpedt,  the  Ottoman  fcrvtrr 
refembles  the  Prulfian  ;  the  inlantry  takes 
precedence  of  the  cavalry.

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I  of  the  executive  to  examine  charges  made 
againft  officers  acting  in  diitinguilhcd  ft- 
tuitions  on  the  one  hand,  and  complaints 
made  by  the  officers  on  the  other,  he 
was  of  opinion,  that  it  u  as  right  to  leave 
the  matter  at  prefent  in  the  hands  of  go- 
\Trnment.  His  LordOiip  laid,  Sir  J. 
hurgoyne  had  been  fent  to  India  with 
a  Major-General’s  commiffion,  and  the 
high  rank  of  commander  in  chief  of 
all  his  Majcfly’s  forces  in  the  Carnatic 
and  on  the  coalt  of  Coromandel;  and 
after  having  joined  the  army  in  that  ca¬ 
pacity,  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  St  George 
made  Col.  Lang,  an  officer  in  the  Com- 
p.iny’s  fervice,  a  Lieutenant-General  at 
once,  by  that  means  giving  him  a  fiipe- 
rior  rank  to  that  of  the  commander  of 
his  Majelly’s  forces.  This  happened  in 
September;  and  thereupon  Sir  J.  Hnr- 
goyne,  feeling  for  the  honour  of  the 
King’s  commiffion,  and  confeious  of 
what  was  due  to  himfelf,  ceafed  to  give 
any  orders  to  the  troops,  or  receive  any 
from  Col.  Lang :  but  from  a  delire  to 
promote  the  good  of  the  fervice,  and 
iVom  a  laudable  wiliingnefs  to  facriticc 
every  private  fentinaent  to  the  public 
caufe,  though  he  could  not  himfelf  re¬ 
ceive  orders  from  Col.  Lang,  who  the 
day  before  had  been  under  his  commanii, 
withdrew  from  the  army,  and  gave  the 
officers  next  in  rank,  but  who  had  like- 
wile  been  Col.  Lang’s  fuperiors,  leave  to 
retire,  leaving  the  troops  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  one  of  his  Majedy’s  officers  who 
was  not  circumllanced  as  the  othtrj 
were,  with  directions  to  receive  and  o- 
bey  the  orders  of  Col.  Lang.  In  this 
manner  the  fervice  went  on,  and  by  this 
good  conduct  in  Sir  J.  Hurgovne,  all 
that  difturbance  and  general  mutiny  was 
prevented,  which  wouhl  have  been  oc- 
cafioned,  had  not  Sir  John  aCted  with 
^he  prudence  and  moderation  he  had 
done.  Sir  John  had  afterwards  been 
charged  with  mutiny  and  difobedience 
ct  orders,  between  the  17th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  and  middle  of  January,  though  he 
had  held  all  that  time  the  fame  conduCtas 
he  had  held  from  the  time  he  retired,  on 
the  appointment  of  Col.  Lang  to  the  r.ank 
a  Lieutenant-General.  Mis  Lord- 
ffiip  made  various  reflections  on  thofc 
facts.  Am  I  rairi 
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of  the  merit  of  Maj.-Gen.  Sir  J.*  Hnr« 
goyne,  an  officer  of  near  thirty  yeara 
fervice,  of  great  gallantry,  and  of  great 
militf.ry  character,  had  been  guilty  of 
mutiny  and  dilobeiliciice  of  orders;  but 
that  they  would  forbear  to  form  any  o- 
pinion  on  the  validity  of  the  charges  till 
the  matter  h.ul  been  fully  invcltigatcd. 
All  he  wilhed  was,  that  icnpariial  jultico 
Ihould  be  done,  if  Sir  J.  Hurgoync  hail 
acted  improperly,  and  it  it  llionld  appear 
that  his  conduct  had  proceeded  from  .1 
had  motive,  let  him  be  piinillteJ  ;  but  if 
it  ihould  turn  out  otherwife,  (and  lie 
had  every  reafon  to  allure  hiinfelt  it 
would  ',  in  that  cafe  let  Sir  J.  Burgoyne 
receive  the  praife  that  was  fo  jultly  hia 
diK*,  for  his  having  acted  under  molt  dit-» 
ficult  and  trying  cireumltances,  with  lin¬ 
gular  pru«lencc  and  unexampled  mode¬ 
ration.  His  Lordihip  wilhed  not  to  be 
undcrftooil  as  meaning  in  any  degree  to 
blame  Lorti  Macartney.  He  w’as  of  opi- 
nitMi  with  his  learned  frieiul,  that  when 
the  whole  matter  came  to  be  developed, 
it  would  be  found,  that  neither  Sir  John 
Burgoyne  nor  Lord  Macartney  had  been 
to  blame ;  but  that  all  that  happened  rather 
grew  out  of  the  badly  arranged  lyltcnn  of 
Iiitlia.  His  Lordihip  concluded  vyitli 
wilhing  that  the  motion  would  be  with¬ 
drawn. 

Mr  Fox  faid  a  few  words ;  after  whicli 
the  motion  was  withdrawn.

IS  p^^hap>  the  oldi  It  permaiiciuly 
fiaftic  llnid  dificrent  from  coiiuuon  air 
that  has  been  km>wn  lo  mankind.  \u 
pernicious  ipialilies,  of  fiiHoc.ulng  aih- 
nial>  and  estinguiihing  flame,  indeed  arc 
tliofe  by  wlucii  it  chiefly,  if  not  entirely, 
maiufetted  itfclf  for  a  long  tune  ;  imr 
have  its  good  propt  riien  hem  difcoveitvl 
till  very  lately,  lly  the  miners,  who 
too  fuqucntly  feel  the  fatal  effeeMs  of  it, 
this  kind  oi  air  is  called  the  chi'ke-dtnp. 
It  is  found,  however,  not  only  in  mIr/c^, 
but  in  various  caverns,  wells,  and  eel*

whence  it  is  continually  cfcaping  ;  io 
that  at  ihcfe  fprings  there  is  generally  a 
luperincumbent  body  of  fixed  air,  of  a 
Ciuifidt  I  able  depth,  it  has  often  happen¬ 
ed,  that  people  who,  for  the  fake  of 
heal,  having  gone  to  deep  near  brick¬ 
kilns,  have  been  found  dead  ;  ow  ing,  no 
doubt,  to  the  fixed  air  and  other  noxious 
vapours,  exhaling  from  the  bricks  during 
tiie  time  of  burning.  The  grotto  del 
Ctni  in- Italy  has  long  been  i.«mouslor 
the  ftratnm  of  fixed  air  wnich  lies  at  the 
bintvuvi  ot  it,  w  hich  fuflivciit  s  fmall  ani- 
mals  whole  heads  cannot  reach  abtive 
it,  or  even  the  larged,  it  their  heads  .ire 
held  «lown  ill  it  for  a  very  ihort  time, 
in  Ibme  places  where  this  kind  ot  air  iJ 
iiatuiaily  produced,  its  generation  con¬ 
tinues  only  for  a  time,  and  then  ceaus. 
In  others  it  is  conimual ;  out,  in  gene¬ 
ral,  in  all  places  where  this  air  is  tound 
naturally,  it  is  mixed  with  a  confulerable 
quantity  of  common  air.  Hence  it 
lometimes  cxtinguifhcs  fiame,  where  it 
is  not  fatal  to  animals  ;  and  ritqntntly 
fome  other  fluids,  as  infiammahle  and 
phlogilficated  air,  are  mixed  with  it. 

Fixed  air  is  artificially  prtHluccd  ir 
three  diflei eat  ways  ;  vi7.  by  fermer.t.t- 
tiorj,  by  heat,  and  by  acidc.  W  hen  ve¬ 
getable  or  animal  fubftances,  elptaally^ 
the  former,  arc  fermented,  they  yield  a 
great  quantity  of  fixed  air.  In  brew¬ 
eries,  on  the  lurfacc  of  the  tcrnr.cniirg 

liquor,  there  is  alw’ays  a  ftratum  of  fix* 

air  reaching  as  high  as  the  edge  o*  l 
vats  ;  fo  that,  if  thefe  vclTtls  arc  deep,  ano 
the  rcriiHniing  liquor  much  below. then- 

edges,  the  above-mentioned  Itratum  may 

be  fome  fi  et  in  thickncls,  .  Th**  lame 

phenomenon  is  obfcrvablc  in  the 
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t.Uion  of  wines  in  genera] ;  .mdit  is  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  prodiK^tion  and  cliflicity  of 
fixed  air,  that  fermenting  liquors,  when 
put  into  dofe  vcfFels,  often  Inirft  them 
with  pre.at  violence.  The  cafe  is  the 
fame  whatever  fubffance  it  is  that  tin 
dergoesthe  vinous  ferrnentatioii,  llunigii 
the  quantity  of  fixed  air  pruduced  is  not 
the  lime  in  .ill  fubllanccs,  nor  even  in 
the  fame  fubftance  .at  different  times. 
From  42  cubic  inches  of  beer.  Or  I  lales 
obtained  639  cubic  inches  of  .lirin  ibit- 
teen  days.  Frtim  a  quantity  i)!  fugar 
undergoing  the  vinous  fermentation,  Mr 
Cavtndifh  obtained  fo  much  fixed  air, 
that  out  of  100  parts  of  the  former,  57 
appeared  to  have  been  \olatilifed,  .and 
converted  into  fixed  air. 

Hut  though  a  vaft  quantity  of  fixed 
air  efcapes  during  this  prt>cefs  e*f  fermen¬ 
tation,  a  very  confiderable  portiof)  frill 
remains  united  with  the  fermented  li¬ 
quor,  and  to  this  it  owes  all  its  bnlknefs, 
and  .agreeable  pungent  acidulous  t.ifte  ; 
for  when  the  fixed  air  is  totally  evapora¬ 
ted,  the  liquor  becomes  entirely  vapid 
and  fial.  Hence  alfi)  wc  are  furnilhed 
with  a  method  of  reftoring  the  brilkiicfs 
to  thefe  liquors  after  they  have  loll  it  in 
confeqiience  of  being  expofed  fo  the  at- 
mofphere,  vix.  by  impregnating  them 
ag.aln  with  fixed  air,  cither  naturally 
or  artificially  produced. 

Dr  Prieliley  has  made  feveral  experi¬ 
ments  in  order  to  determine  t!ie  quanti¬ 
ty  of  fixed  air  contained  in  rever.il  forts 
of  wine.  His  mcth<id  was,  to  t.ike  .a 
glifs  vial  (fitted  with  a  ground  Hopple 
and  tubej,  capable  of  containing 
ounce  meafure.  This  he  filled  with 
wine,  plunging  it  into  a  proper  vefici  of 
water.  The  whole  was  then  put  ever 
the  fire,  and  the  water,  rrito  whlcli  the 
phial  was  plungetf,  fiiffered  to  boil.  The 
end  of  the  tube  being  placed  under  tlie 
mouth  of  an  inverted  receiver  filled  wiih 
quickfilver,  the  heat  expelled  the  fixed 
air  from  the  wine,  which,  entering  into 
the  receiver,  afeended  in  bubbles  through 
the  quickfilver  to  the  top,  pulliing  <»ut 
part  ofthe  metal, and  taking  its  place.  The 
refult  of  hi?  experiments  was  as  follows. 
f.Madcira  I 
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During  the  .acetous  ferment.'ition  alfo. 
liquors  imit  a  vapour,  great  part  of 
which  is  f.xrd  air,  though  the  n.ature  I'f 
its  other  component  parts  lias  not  ycl 
bct  n  thorouebiy  aferrtained. 

Fined  air  is  likewife  produeetl,  thongli 
in  no  great  quantity,  by  piilref.aClioft. 
In  this  cafe,  imwever,  a  great  part  of 
tlietlalbc  fluid  ronlilts  ot  infiammibU* 
.and  plilvigiflicated  air  ;  and  the  fixed  air 
iM'tlffecms  to  be  intimately  conneded 
with  ,i  putrid  offeiifive  effluvium.  “  It 
feems  (fays  Dr  Priefiley)  to  depend  in 
fomc  rneafiirc  upon  the  time  .and  other 
circuinltanccs  in  the  dTlTolulion  ol  anim.al 
or  vegetable  fubll.ances,  whether  they 
yield  the  pr(*per  putrid  effluvium,  or  fix¬ 
ed,  or  inflammable  air.” 

The  elallic  fluid  produced  by  putrefy¬ 
ing  vegetables,  when  kept  in  a  moderate 
degree  of  heat,  is  almolt  all  fixed  air; 
whde  that  from  animal  fubllances  con- 
t  lins  feveral  timcR  more  inflammable  than 
fixed  air.  Vegetable  fubftancts  yield  al- 
niofl  .all  the  permanently  claflic  fluid  in 
.a  few  days,  but  animal  bodies  continue 
to  emit  it  tor  feveral  weeks.  When  the 
claflic  fluid  yielded  by  animal  fubllances 
is  abforbed  by  water,  and  that  water 
boiled,  the  fixed  air  may  then  be  obtaiti- 
ctl  uilliout  any  mixture  ofthe  putrid  ef¬ 
fluvium.  It  is  abb  to  be  obferved,  tli.lt 
the  quantity  of  dallic  fluid  producible 
from  animal  fubllances  is  various,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  nature  ofthe  ])aii5  of  the  atri- 
mal  e.mployed.  Thus  the  inufcular  pails 
will  yield  lei's  elaltic  fluid,  anvl  alfi)  lefs 
mixed  with  any  putrid  or  offenfive  efflu¬ 
vium,  than  a  whole  animal,  or  than  the 
liver,  ^2.  'Fhe  proportion  of  inflam¬ 
mable  and  of  fixed  air  is  alfo  various, 
according  to  the  various  p.ins  employ¬ 
ed. 

In  every  combuflion,  except  that  of 
fulplmr,  or  of  nictaJs,  a  quantity  of  fixe*! 
air  IS  generated,  'i'his  may  be  obfervrd 
by  fixing  a  lighted  candle  in  an  inverfi<l 
receiver  ovir  a  bafi>n  of  lime-water;  tor 
a  precipitation  ofthe  lime  will  prefentfy 
cnfiie  ;  and  the  f.ime  precipitation  (whicl: 
is  one  of  tiie  chai  a<5lcriftics  of  fixed  .air} 
will  always  cnlue,  whether  .1  candle,  a 
burning  piece  of  w’ood,  or,  in  Ihorr. 
any  other  coir.bulliblc  fubflance,  except 
fuiphnr  or  ir.etuls,  be  made  ufe  of. 

Diuing  this  prodii^lon  or  extrication 
of  fixed  from  atmofpherical  .lir,  the  lit- 
ter  is  always  contiderahly  diminilhed.  If 
a  piece  of  charcoal  be  burned  by  throw 
ing  the  focus  cf  a  lens  uptm  it  w  hen  con

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taincd  in  a  ghfs  receiver  inverted  in  wa-  loft  by  the  diminiftied  air  ;  finding  that 
ter,  after  the  apparatus  is  cooled,  the  about  three  inches  of  air  were  abforhtd 
U’ater  will  have  mounted  a  fmall  way  in-  by  every  one  grain  of  phofphorus,  when 
to  the  receiver.  The  diminution,  how-  the  experiment  was  tried  with  a  nvf;v<.r 


ever,  is  limited,  and  depends  on  feveral 
circumftances.  Dr  Hales  has  obferved, 
that,  in  equal  receivers,  the  air  fuffers  a 
greater  diminution  by  burning  large 
candles  than  fmall  ones  ;  and  likewife, 
that,  when  equal  candles  arc  made  ufe 
of,  the  diminution  is  greater  in  fmall 
than  in  large  receivers.  The  caufe  of 
this  phenomenon  probably  is,  that  the 
air  contained  in  the  receiver  cannot  all 
come  into  contaeft  with  the  flame  of  the 
candle  ;  whence,  as  foon  as  the  air  which 
is  neareft  the  flame  becomes  contamina¬ 
ted,  the  candle  is  extinguiftied.  T’nus 
the  author  of  a  Concife  Treat ife  on  the 
Various  Kinds  of  Permanently  FJaftic 
Fluids,  has  diminifhed  the  air  of  an  in¬ 
verted  receiver  one  fixth-part,  by  mo¬ 
ving  the  candle  whilft  it  burned  through 


the  experiment  was  tried  with  a  receiver 
inverted  in  water,  upon  the  furfa 'e  of 
which  a  fmall  quantity  of  oil  had  been 
introduced  ;  but  when  the  receiver  was 
inverted  in  quickfilver,  the  nbforption 
was  conftantly  between  two  one-fourth 
and  two  three-fourth  inches  for  each 
grain.  MrCavallo  mentions  his  having 
often  repeated  the  experiment  of  burning 
phofphorus  in  a  glafs  lube  inverted  in 
water,  by  applying  the  clofed  part  of  the 
tube  wherein  the  phofphorus  was  con¬ 
tained,  to  a  pretty  ftrong  fire,  when  he 
.always  obferved,  that  the  iitmoft  dimi¬ 
nution  of  the  inclofed  air  effcifted  by  this 
means  was  full  one  fifth. 

Dr  Hal  es  remarked,  that  after  the  ex- 
tir.dion  of  candles  in  a  receiver,  the  air 
continued  to  diminifli  for  feveral  days 
after.  This  may  be  owing  to  the  gra-

air  or  on  the  liquor  ;  fo  that  it  was  evi¬ 
dent,  that  the  clcdric  matter  had  decom- 
I>ofcd  the  air,  and  had  made  it  depolit 
lomething  that  was  of  an  acid  nature.” 

The  calcination  of  metals,  as  we  have 
already  obferved,  phlogifticates,  and 
confequcntly  diminiihes  common  air; 
but  does  not  produce  any  fixed  air,  fince 
the  lim?-Mfatdr,  over  which  the  calcina¬ 
tion  is  made,  does  not  become  turbid  ; 
and  when  metallic  calxes  are  expt)fed  to 
a  lufficient  Itrong  heat,  they  in  general 
yield  fome  fixed  air:  fo  that  it  feems  that 
the  fixed  air  which  is  formed  in  the  a^t 
of  the  calcination  of  metals  is  abfiirbed 
by  the  calx.  Some  fixed  air  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  red  lead,  by  no  greater  degree 
of  heat  than  that  of  tlie  flame  of  a  candle 
cipplied  to  the  phial  that  contains  it.

Apt.  Cook  had  fcarcely  dropped  his 
^  anchor,  before  he  learned,  that  two 
ihips  had  twice  vtfited  that  place  Once  he 
had  been  there  before.  He  foop  found 
that  thefc  (hips  were  Spanifh,  and  pro¬ 
bably  from  the  port  of  Lima,  as  the  na- 
tivesi  called  it  Reerra.  When  they  were 
there  the  firO  time,  wh«rh  mull  have 
been  foon  after  Capt.Cook  left  this  i- 
flard  in  1774,  they  erc<Jfed  a  wooden 
boufe,  and  left  behind  them,  as  our 
people  tinderffood,  two  priefts,  a  hoy  nr 
iervanf,  and  a  fourth  perfon,  whom  the 
natives  called  /^aieema^  and  who  feemed 
to  have  been  of  fome  rank.  They  took 
four  of  the  natives  away  with  them  when 
they  failed,  and  returned  again  in  about 
ten  months,  bringing  back  two  of  the 
natives,  (the  other  two  having  died  in  the 
tneaii  time),  and  tciok  away  their  own 
people.  I'he  houfe  was  ftill  ftanding, 
and  alfo  a  wooden  crofs ;  on  the  iran- 
fum  of  W’hich  was  cut,

The  Spaniards  left  here  fome  hogs,  adnurers  c. 
dogs,  and  goats,  ahull,  and  a  ram  ;  hut 
as  they  lelt  neither  cows  nor  ewes,  thefe 
could  be  ot  little  ufe.  It  is  fomewhat 
fuiprifing  the  Spaniards  fliould  leave  male 
animals  here  aione,  as  Capt.  Cook  was 
told  they  had  female  ones  on  board,  and 
took  them  away  with  them  ;  but  this 
mull  be  a  miftake. 

Caj»t.Co(»k  Itopped  not  long  .at  this 
pail  ot  theifiand.  but  failed, on  the  34th, 
for  Matavai,  where  they  arrived  that 
evening,  and  found  inoft  of  their  old 
friends  alive  and  well ;  and  as  glad  to  fee 
them  as  ufual.  But,  on  the  30th,  their 
attention  to  their  guefis  v.'as  diverted 
from  them  to  another  ohje^ :  a  me^'enger 
arrived  trom  Eimeo,  with  intelligence  that 
the  people  of  that  ifiand  were  up  in  arms, 
and  that  the  pariifans  e)f  Otoo  had  been 
w  o:  bed.  Many  councils 
occ.ilion,  in  the  pretence  of  Capt.  Cook, 
where  he  w.is  much  prclTcd  to  lake  a 
pail  in  the  expedition  which  theyproro- 


iiiuiig  wruMii,  as  IS  uluai  in  oiner  coun* 
tries  as  well  as  Otaheite,  was  the  Genc- 
ralilTimo,  Towha,  whofefriendlhipCapt. 
Cook  totally  forfeited  by  his  modcraiiun 
on  this  occafion. 

This  fquabblc  with  the  natives  of  F.i- 
meo,  as  fuch  fquabbles.ippear  to  Ik‘  very 
frequent,  would  not  have  been  an  object 
of  confequence  enough  to  be  mentiomd 
here,  if  it  were  not  for  a  circumftancc 
which  it  occahontd.  On  Sept.  i.  a  niel‘» 
fengcr  arrived  from  Towha,  who  was 
then  at  Tettaha,  his  own  diftriCl,  to  in¬ 
form  Otoo,  that  he  had  thought  it  ne- 
ceflTary  to  kill  a  man,  as  a  faenftee  to  the 
Eatooa,  to  induce  that  divinity  to  lend 
its  aid  againft  the  natives  of  Eimeo  ;  at 
which  ad  of  w  oiftiip,  it  feems,  Otoo’i 
prefence  w’as  abfoluiely  nccefl'ary.  M. 
Bougainville  was  the  firft  who,  on  the 
authority  of  Aotnurou,  alTerted  that  hu¬ 
man  faciihces  made  a  part  ot  the  religi¬ 
ous  inftitulions  of  Otaheite.  Capt.  Cook, 
in  his  account  of  his  fecond  voyage,  adds 
many  circumftances  which  tend  to  con¬ 
firm  M.  Bougainville's  afiertion  :  but 
notwithftandiiig  this,  many  of  that  c-ais 
/  ^  j  who  are  advocates  for,  and 
of  human  nature  in  its  unculti¬ 
vated  ftate,  or,  as  they  term  it,  in  that 
ftate  u’l.tre  it  is  to  be  feen  undcbauchco 
by  the  luxurious  rtfinements  of  modern 
European  manner^,  affeiled  to  dilbelieve 
the  exiltence  of  fo  ihocking  a  culKun.

Capt.  Cook  examined 
the  body  after  they  were  permitted  to 
approach  fufficiently  near  it,  and  found 
it  very  bloody  about  the  head  and  lace, 
and  the  right  temple  was  much  bruited  ; 
and  he  was  loM  the  man  had  been  knock¬ 
ed  oil  the  head  with  a  Hone.  He  was  in¬ 
formed  alfo,  that  thofe  who  are  devoted 
to  fuffer,  for  the  purpofe  of  performing 
this  bloody  aft  of  woi  Oiip,  are  never  ap- 
prifed  of  their  fate,  until  the  blow  is 
given  which  deprives  them  of  life.  When 
any  of  the  great  Chiefs  think  a  human 
lacrificc  neceffary  on  any  particular  e- 
mergency,  he  pilches  on  the  victim. 
Some  of  his  truHy  fervant^  arc  then  lent, 
who  fall  on  him  fuddcnly,  and  put  him 
to  death  with  a  club,  or  t>y  itoning  him  : 
the  King  is  then  made  acquainted  with 
it,  whofe  prefcnce,  at  the  folemn  rites 
which  follow,  is  ablblutely  neceffary  ; 
and  there  is  realbn  to  believe  that  thefe 


done  there,  his  rank  would  not  have  pro- 
tedfed  him  from  being  hanged.  Towha 
was  in  great  wrath  when  he  was  told 
this,  and  exclaimed  with  great  vehe¬ 
mence,  maeno !  rnaenof  [vile!  vile  I] 
and  would  not  hear  another  word.

The  captain,  therefore,  propofcd  plying 
up  to  it,  and  round  its  ealtern  point, 
which  was  not  effected^  before  Dec  24. 
But  this  time  and  labour  was  far  from 
be  ing  thrown  aw.iy  ;  for,  hclide  making 
3  comj>Ulc  fiirvey  «*f  the  northern  iliore.'i, 
which  they  would  not  olherwife  h.ave 
done,  every  board  they  mav!c  towards 
thr  fhore,  the  natives  canic  ofi'  tt»  them 
with  hogs,  fowls,  tilh,  roots,  an«l  fruit, 
fo  that  they  lived  alinoll  in  as  much  plen¬ 
ty  as  they  could  have  done  if  they  Itad 
been  at  anchor  in  a  harbour.  After 
doubling  the  eaff  point  of  Owhyec,  anil 
running  down  itoS.  K.  fide,  they  met  with 
tolerable  flu  lter  for  the  (liips  in  a  bay  0.1 
the  S.  W.  fide  of  the  ill  ind,  called  by  the 
natives  Karakakooa.  They  lay  here  Vrom 
J  in.  17.  *0  h'eb.  4,  during  .ill  which  time 
the  natives  behaved  with  the  utrnod  no- 
Ciitality,  and  in  the  mod  friendly  man¬ 
ner.  The  attention  an. 1  rerpei.>  j»ai»l  to 
Capt.  Cook  furpalled  all  he  had  ever  met 
witli  before,  and  appears  to  have  been 
little,  if  any  thing  ihoi t  of  religious  a- 
dor.ition.  Bat,  notwithdandiiig  this, 
for  feveral  days  before  they  lett  the  bay, 
the  natives  became  very  imjuibtive  con¬ 
cerning  the  time  of  their  departure,  and, 
we  think,  110  doubt  can  he  in.ule 
though  perhaps  it  might  be  eafily  over- 
looki.il  at  tl.e  lime,  that  they  began  to 
entertain  fome  jeaioufy  coue^rning  tfic 
intenti.  ns  of  our  people.  Tlie  day  be¬ 
fore  they  left  t!ie  bay,  on  Cipt.  Cook’s 
announcing  his  departure,  the  prehnts 
they  made  him  were  irr.mtnfe  ;  and  I'lch 
as  mud  have  greatly  djitrenid  thrtn.  We 
mention  thefe  circumilmccs,  hecaule  we 
think  they  tend  to  t  I'ow  liglit  on  the 
fiibfi  quent  Conduct  ot  hefe  people. 

The  two  firlt  days  after  they  faih’d 
Wire  calm,  to  that  they  made  no  way  ; 
they  were  then  overtaken  with  a  gde  of 
wjjid,  which  fprung  the*  Kefolution’s  fore- 
niad,  in  fuch  a  mannci  a.^  rendered  It  iie- 
Cifiary  to  take  it  oir  :  ami,  as  Capt. 
Cool:  was  not  fure  o!  meeting  with  a 
1  arbour  to  leeward  wicie  he  eon  hi  do 
thi'-,  it  w.a<;  iudg<  d  bell  to  return  to  Ka- 
Mk.tkooa  bay,  w^^ere  they  anchored  a- 
iliin  on  the  j  ilh  in  the  running.

There  is  a  greater  diftine^ion  fupport- 
cd  between  the  different  cl.ilfes  of  life 
here,  Ilian  prrhips  in  any  of  the  red  of 
the  colonies  ;  nor  does  th.it  fpiril  of  c- 
qu.ility,  and  levelling  principle,  which 
peividesthe  gre.if*  II  pail  of  Annrica, 
prevail  to  fuch  an  extent  in  Virginia. 

However,  there  appears  t«>  be  but 
tint  e  I’egrees  of  rank  amongll  all  the  in¬ 
habitants,  ixelulive  ot  the  lugroes'.' 

riie  r.i  ll  eoniifls  i»f  gentlemen  of  the 
bell  tavilics  and  fortunes  in  the  colony, 
who  aie  here  mncli  more  rel'pci*! able  and 
runicrous  than  in  any  other  province  in 
America.  'I'hefe  in  general  Inve  had  n 
liberal  Cilneation,  enlightened  un- 

lierftandings,  and  a  tiiorougli  kiiowdedgc 
of  the  world,  that  furr.ilhei>  them  wuth 
an  e.ife  and  Itecdom  ol  in  inners an*!  con- 
verf.ition,  highly  to  their  advantage  in 
exterior,  wdiicli  no  vicillitude  ot  fortune 
orpheccoi  lilvi  It  tlu  in  of;  tin  y  being 
aclu.illy,  accoidii'g  to  my  ideas,  the  molt 
agrc\.ib!e  and  belt  companions,  friends, 
and  neighbours,  that  need  be  delired. 

The  greater  number  of  them  keep 
their  cai  riages,  .and  have  handfomc  fer- 
vict  s  j)f  plate  ;  but  they  all,  without  ex- 
reptiun,  have  Buds,  as  well  as  fets  of 
elegant  and  beautiful  horfes. 

Thofc  I  f  the  fecond  degree  in  rank  .arc 
very  numerous,  being  perhaps  half  the 
inhabitant^,  riiul  confiil  ot  fiicti  a  variety, 
fingul.’.riiy,  and  mixture  of  ebaraders, 
that  th«-  exael  gener.il  criterion  and  Ic.ad- 
ing  feature  can  Icarcely  he  afeertained. 

However,  they  are  jpnemus,  f rieiully, 
and  hofpilablc  o.  tl'.e  extreme;  but  mix¬ 
ed  with  an  app<  ar  ince  of  rudcncls, 
ferocity,  and  li.inghtinrfs,  which  is  in 
fii'^tonly  a  wai.t  ot  po’ilh,  oe'cafioncd  by 
their  deficiencies  in  education,  and  iti 
ki.owled.ge  of  mankind,  as  well  .ns  by 
their  general  inlercourfe  witli  flaves, 
ovtr  whom  they  .ire  accuflonicd  tocxci- 
clic  an  iiailh  and.  .nbfoIuTe  command.

R.  Smyth  dcfcribes  ilie  ch.irailer  ard 
m.anners  of  the  inlabitants  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  as  follows  : 

“  The  Virginians  2  C  generous,  cx-

They  are  all  <xcrniv«!y  .attached  to 
every  fpccics  of  fport,  gaming,  and  difii- 
pation,  paiticulaily  ht  rfe-racing,  and 
that  rr.cft  barbarous  of  .dl  diverfions.  that 
peculiar  fpecies  of  cruelty,  cock-fight- 


ir.  flicrt,  take  them  nil  together,  they 
a  !I  i  r'oir.T 
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form  a  ftrangc  combination  of  incongru¬ 
ous  contr.niidfory  qualities,  and  prin¬ 
ciples  dirciilly  oppofite  ;  the  belt  and  the 
worft,  the  molt  valuable  and  the  moll 
worlhlrfs,  elegant  accomplilbments  and 
favage  brutality,  being  in  many  of  them 
inoft  unaccountably  blended. 

Yet  indeed,  notwithftanding  this  ap¬ 
parent  inconi'illency  of  charader,  prin- 
ciple,  and  conduct,  numbers  of  them  arc 
truly  valuable  members  of  fociety,  and 
few  or  none  delicicnt  in  the  excellen¬ 
cies  of  the  intclledual  faculties,  and  a 
natural  genius,  which,  though  in  a  great 
lueafure  unimproved,  is  generally  bright 
and  fpleiulid  in  an  uncommon  degree. 

The  third,  or  lower  clafs  of  the 
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that  the  inhabitants  daily  feed  their  hogs 
with  them  during  the  feafon. 

In  the  time  of  prt fling  cyder,  if  a  tra¬ 
veller  Iboiild  call  to  enquire  his  way,  he 
is  generally  oftered  as  much  fine  c>\ler 
as  he  can  drink,  is  frequently  requefted 
to  flay  all  night,  and  made  heartily 
drunk  into  the  bargain,  if  he  choofts  it. 

When  a  perfon  of  more  genteel  figure 
than  common  calls  at  an  ordinary  (the 
name  of  their  inns)  for  refielhincnt  and 
Knlging  for  a  night,  as  foon  as  any 
gentleman  of  fortune  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  hears  of  it,  he  either  comes  for  him 
himfelf,  or  fends  him  a  polite  and  preO- 
iug  invitation  to  his  houfe,  where  he 
ineet*^  with  enieitainment  and  accommo- 


people,  (who  ever  compofe  the  bulk  of 
mankind),  are  in  Virginia  more  few  in 
mimber,  in  proportion  to  the  relt  of  the 
inhabitants,  than  perhaps  in  any  other 
country  in  the  univerfe.  Hvcn  ihefe  are 
kind,  hofpit.ible.  and  generous  ;  yet  illi¬ 
beral,  noify,  and  1  tide. 

'I'hey  are  much  addi(fled  to  inebriety, 
and  averfe  to  labour. 

They  are  like  wife  overburdened  with 
an  impertinent  and  infuperable  curiofity, 
that  renders  them  peculiarly  difagieeablc 
and  tronblcfome  to  ftrangers.  Yet  Ihefe 
iindcfirable  <tualities  they  pofl'cls  by  no 
means  in  an  equal  degree  with  the  gene¬ 
rality  of  the  inhabitants  of  New’  Etigland, 
whofe  religion  and  government  have  en¬ 
couraged,  and  indeed  infliluted  andefta- 
bliflied,  a  kind  of  inc^uifition,  of  forward 
impertinence  and  prying  intrulion,  agairdt 
every  perfon  that  may  be  compelled  to 
pafs  through  that  troublefome,  illiberal 
country  ;  from  wdiich  defeription,  how¬ 
ever,  there  are  nodoubt  many  excepliotis. 

To  communicate  an  idea  of  the  gene¬ 
ral  hofpitalily  that  prevails  in  Virginia, 
.and  indeed  through  all  the  foiithcin  pro¬ 
vinces,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  repre- 
I'cnt  tome  peculiar  cuftoms  that  are  uni- 
vcrfal ;  for  inflance. 

If  a  traveller,  even  a  negro,  obferves 
an  orchard  full  of  fine  fruit,  cither  apples 
or  peaches,  in  or  near  his  way,  he  a- 
lights,  without  ceremony,  and  fills  his 
jmekets,  or  even  a  bag,  if  he  has  one, 
without  aiking  permiflion  ;  and  if  the 
}'roprietor  llioiild  Itc  him,  he  is  not  in 
llic  lead  ofl'eiidcd,  but  makes  him  per- 
fc^lly  welcome,  andaflilts  him  in  chufing 
cut  the  fincfl  fruit. 

But  this  is  lefs  to  be  wondered  at, 
when  it  is  confidered,  that  there  is  no 
fale  here  for  any  kind  of  fruit,  and  the 
.  fiiKfl  p. aches  imaginable  arc  fo  abuedavt, 


tiation,  infinitely  fuperior,  in  every  re- 
rpc<Jt,  to  w'hat  he  could  have  received  .it 
the  inn.  If  he  flioiild  happen  to  be  fa- 
tigueil  with  travelling,  he  is  treated  in 
the  moft  hofpitable  and  genteel  manner  ; 
and  his  fervants  and  horfes  all  fare  plen- 
teoufly ,  for  as  long  a  time  as  he  choofes 
to  flay.  All  this  is  done  with  the  bell 
grace  imaginable,  without  even  a  hint 
being  thrown  out  of  a  curiofity  or  with 
to  know  his  name. 

However,  it  muft  be  acknowledged, 
that  many  of  tlic  fecond,  and  almofl  all 
the  lower  clafs  of  the  people,  arc  igno¬ 
rant  in  the  extreme. 

Tlieir  feiuiments,  and  ail  their  ideas, 
.ire  illiberal,  narrow,  and  contraCled, 
occafioned  by  thtir  inatitive  fituatiuii, 
confined  to  a  fmall  conqiafs,  .and  vary 
limited  fphere  of  kiiow’ledge,  wherein  the 
fame  objeifts  are  ever  prelented  to  their 
view,  without  any  variation,  change, 
or  novelty,  being  thereby  precludtu 
fr(»m  a  more  general  inleicourle  wilhlf.c 
world,  and  the  dillcrent  members  ot  lo- 
ciety  at  large.” 

Of  the  Back  Settlements  Mr  Smyth 
gives  a  very  accurate  defeription  : 

“  'I'hrouglioul  all  the  country,  he 
obferves,  “  and  in  every  b.ack  iettlemei.t 
in  Americ.i,  the  roads  and  paths  are  fiifl 
niaiktd  out  by  blize»  on  the  trees,  cut 
alternately  011  each  tide  of  the  way,  cveiy 
thirty  or  forty  yards;  thete  arc  renewtd 
every  time  the  roavis  are  repaired. 

A  blaze  is  a  large  chip,  lliced  off  the 
fide  of  a  tree  with  an  axe  ;  it  is  above 
twelve  inches  in  length,  cut  through  the 
bark  and  fome  of  the  lap  w’ood,  and  by 
its  white  appearance,  and  brighineB, 
when  frcfli  made,  ferves  to  direvfl  the 
wav  in  the  night  as  well  as  in  the  day- 

the  miics  are  chiefly  computed,  and 

arc  afccrtair.ed  by  iictchcs  chopped  J  * 

l-iC 
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the  neareft  tree ;  a  notch  for  every  mile. 

The  tirft  blazed  paths  originated  in 
this  manner:  when  any  perfon  went 
from  one  place  to  another  through  the 
woods,  where  it  would  have  been  difii- 
cult,  if  not  inipolTiblc,  to  return  upon 
his  track,  he  fell  upon  this  method  of 
blazing  each  fide  of  the  trees,  at  certain 
diftances,  as  he  pafl'cd  on,  and  thereby 
retraced  his  way  in  returning  without  the 
hall  trouble. 

The  conveniency  and  fimplicity  of  this 
mode  has  rendered  it  univerlal  through¬ 
out  the  whole  back  country.  It  became 
the  more  readily  adopted,  as  all  who 
travel  beyond  the  roads  and  beaten 
tracks,  always  have  tomahawks  in  their 
belts;  which,  iii  fuch  fit  nations  and  cir- 
cumllanccs,  are  more  uleful  than  any 
thing,  except  the  rifle- barrelled  firelocks; 
both  of  which  all  the  male  inhabitants 
habituate  thernfelves  conftantly  to  carry 
along  with  them  every  where.’’ 

The  following  account  of  the  drefs  of 
the  Back-woods  men  is  fmgular. 

“  Their  whole  drefs  is  remarkable, 
anil  not  very  materially  difierent  from 
that  of  the  Indians;  bcirg  a  hunting 
Ihirt,  fomeu’hat  lefembllng  a  waggoner’s 
frock,  ornamented  with  a  great  many 
fiinges,  tied  rounvl  the  n.iddle  with  a 
broad  belt,  much  decorated  alfo,  in 
which  ib  fallened  a  tomahawk,  an  irdlru- 
inent  that  ferves every  purpofe  of  dctcnce 
and  convenience ;  being  a  hammer  at 
one  fide,  and  a  lliarp  hatchet  at  the  o- 
thcr;  the  lliot-bag  and  powder-horn, 
carved  with  a  variety  of  wliiintical  figures 
and  devices,  hang  from  their  necks  over 
one  Ihoulder  ;  and  on  their  heads  a  Hap¬ 
ped  hat,  t>f  a  reddiOi  hue,  proceeding 
from  the  intenfcly  hot  beams  of  the  fun. 
Sometimes  they  wear  leather  breeches, 
made  of  Indian  drelled  elk,  or  deer  ikins, 
l>ul  more  frequently  thin  trowfers.  On 
their  kgs  they  have  Ineian  [roots,  or 
leggings  made  of  coarfe  woollen  doth, 
that  eitl'.er  are  wrapped  round  loofely 
«nd  lieii  with  garters,  or* me  laced  upon 
the  oulfide,  and  always  come  better  than 
half  way  up  the  thigh.  Thefe  arc  a 
great  defence  and  pfefervative,  not  only 
againfi  the  bite  of  ferpenlsand  poifonous 
infects,  but  likewife  againft  the  fcratches 
ot  thiirns,  briars,  ferubby  buflies,  anil 
v'ood,  with  which  this  whole  country  it 
intefted  and  oveifpread.  On  their  feet 
the)  fomelimes  wear  pumps  of  their  own 
n^anufacturc,  but  generally  Indian  riioc- 
colluns,  of  their  own  coiillrui^ion  alfoi 
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which  are  made  of  ftrong  elk’s,  or  buck’s 
fkin,  drefied  foft  as  for  gloves  or  breeches, 
drawn  together  in  regular  plaits  over  the 
toe,  and  lacing  from  thence  round  to  the 
tore-part  of  the  middleof  the  ancle,  with¬ 
out  a  Team  in  them,  yet  fitting  clofe  to 
the  feet,  and  arc  indeed  pcrfcdly  eafy  and 
pliant. 

Thus  habited  and  accoutred,  with  his 
rifle  upon  his  fhouldcr  or  in  his  hand,  a 
Back-wood’s  man  is  completely  etjuipped 
forvifiting,  courtfbip,  travel,  hunting,  or 
war.  According  to  t  he  number  and  variety 
of  the  fringes  on  his  hunting  (liirt,  and  the 
decorniions  on  his  powder-horn,  belt, 
and  rifle,  he  eflimates  his  finery,  and  ab- 
folulely  conceives  himfelf  of  etpial  con- 
kcpience,  moie  civili'zed,  polite,  and 
more  elegantly  drelleii,  than  the  moft 
brilliant  Peer  at  St  James’s,  in  afpleiulid 
.and  expenlive  birth-day  fuit,  of  the  firft 
falliion  and  talU*,  and  moft  coflly  mate¬ 
rials.  Their  hunting  or  rifle  fliirts  they 
have  alfo  died  in  variety  of  Ciilours,  fonic 
yellow,  others  red,  feme  broviii,  and 
many  wear  them  cpiitc  white. 

Thus  attired  and  accoutred,  as  already 
deleiilK(I,  fet  him  in  the  midft  of  a 
boundlels  forefl,  a  thoufand  miles  from 
an  inhabitant,  lie  is  by  no  means  at  alofs, 
nor  in  the  finallelt  degree  difmayed.  With 
his  rifle  he  procures  his  lubfiftence;  w'ith 
liis  tomahawk  he  erects  fiis  fliclter,  his 
wigwam,  fiis  hoiife,  or  whatever  fiabita- 
tion  he  may  chule  to  refidcin;  he  drinks 
at  the  cryftal  Ipring,  or  the  neareft 
brook  ;  his  wants  are  all  eafily  fupplied, 
he  is  contented,  he  is  happy.  For  icli« 
city,  beyond  a  doubt,  conlifls,  in  a  great 
meafure,  in  the  attainment  and  gratifica¬ 
tion  of  our  defiles,  and  the  accomplilh- 
ment  of  the  uiniod  bounds  ot  our 
willies.” 

In  addition  to  the  extra^Hs  already  gi¬ 
ven  from  ifiis  Tour,  we  Ihall  add  Mr 
Smyth’s  account  of  the  character  and 
manners  of  the  Catawba  Indians: 

“  Having  fiired  a  pcrloii  at  Chailoltcf- 
burgh,  w  ho  was  well  acejuainted  in  the 
nation,  and  converfaiit  in  their  language 
and  cuflonis,  to  ferve  as  my  guide,  and 
interpreter,  if  there  fliould  be  occafion, 
we  ai rived  at  the  nation  that  evening. 

Our  h(»rle3  were  turned  out  lootc,  and 
we  lodged  in  a  wigwam  belonging  to  a 
family  of  tbclc  Indians,  in  which  my 
guide  was  very  intimate. 

My  bed  was  a  large  bear’s  fkin,  with  a 
blanket  to  cover  me,  and  I  flept  on  the 
ground  before  the  fire.  Being  very  much 

fatigued, 
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fatigued,  I  rcOed  toleraMy  well,  and  in  ciled  to,  and  in  the  ftrideflh 
the  morning  1  nrofc  early,  as  ufual,  and  friendOiip  withthofe  thatptr 
walked  out  to  view  the  town. 

This  day  1  had  the  honour  of  being  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  King,  or  Chief  of  the 
Catawba  nation,  whofe  hard-mouthed 
Indian  appellation  1  cannot  recc'lk’0>,  but 
his  Englili)  name  was  Joe.  He  appear¬ 
ed  to  be  a  ftrong,  flraight,  well  looking,  minablc  liquo^" 
robuft  fellow,  little  or  no  way  diftin- 
^uifhable  from  the  rclt,  otherwife  than 
in  the  accidental  gifts  of  his  pciTon  ;  for 
he  formed  to  me  the  likelielt,  belt  made, 
and  handfomelt  man  in  the  nation.  I  was 
tiot  a  little  fiirprifed  to  hnd  that  they  all 

fpoke  Fnglilh  veiy  intellipibiy ;  and  they  as  mucii  mifehief  as  beU^re 
informed  me  that  they  underflatid,  and  from  it 
pronounce  it  as  well  as  their  ovmi  lan¬ 
guage. 

7'he  Cafawbas  afford  a  melancholy  ex¬ 
ample,  and  llrikiiig,  but  infiiperablc 
proof,  of  tlic  rnln  anti  fatality  brought 
on  atiy  Indian  nation,  by  the  intt  ir^pe- 
rance  and  vicinity  of  the  I'ettiemei.ib  of 
the  whites.

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ent  accounts  have  been  given.  It  is  faid 
that  the  above  unfortunate  officer  expe¬ 
rienced  the  moft  unparallelled  barbarity, 
by  the  direftion  ofTippoo  himfclf;  ha- 
^'ing,  among  other  dreadful  pra<5tice8, 
had  boiling  oil  poured  upon  his  body, 
which,  after  many  ffiocking  tortures,  had 
put  a  period  to  his  exiftence.  It  was  re¬ 
marked,  that  all  inquiries  from  the  En- 
pliOi,  concerning  the  General,  were  an¬ 
swered  with  evaiion,  which  excited  fomc 
fufpicions  on  his  fafety  ;  but  it  has  fince 
appeared  from  undoubted  information, 
that  the  utmofl  apprchenfions  which 
has  been  entertained  by  his  friends,  who 
bell  knew  the  favage  natuie  of  the  enemy 
jntv»  whole  hands  he  had  fallen,  were  far 
exceeded  by  the  ingenious  cruelties  which 
bas  been  exercifed  upon  him. 

He  was  not  the  only  fuffercr.  The  ge- 
reral  treatment  of  the  prifoners  was 
fhocking  to  humanity.  It  is  fatd  that  a 
rumher  of  our  officers  died  under  the 
cruelties  which  were  exercifed  upon 
them  under  the  pretence  of  one  or  two 
having  made  advances  to  the  women 
of  the  Sultan.  Tippoo  has  ftill  in  liis 
bands  aoo  prifoners,  whom  he  has  de¬ 
tained  on  account  of  their  being  artiti- 
cers  :  and  he  gives  the  molt  haughty 
leafon  :  They  have  embraced  the  faith 
of  his  people,  and  he  does  not  chul'e  to 
commit  them  to  the  revengeful  hands  of 
Chrirtians. 

Other  accounts  fay,  that  the  troops 
were  chained  together  two  and  two,  and 
that  without  dilllndlion.  — One  inftance 
has  been  communicated  of  unprccedent- 
td  hardHiip.— An  officer  was  chained  to

ExtraBi  from  the  Minutei  of  thi  SeledCoK^ 
juittee,  dated  Dec,  31.  1783. 

Read  a  letter  from  Col.  Turner  Strau- 
henzee,  commanding  at  Poonamallee, 
dated  Dec.  27.  alfo  the  anfwcr  to  it, 
both  entered  on  minutes  of  the  28th  curt. 

Read  alfo  another  letter  from  Col. 
Straubenzee,  commanding  at  Poonamal¬ 
lee,  and  its  inclofure,  being  one  to  him 
from  Maj.-Gen.  Sir  J .  burgoyne,  order¬ 
ing  him,  and  ttvo  captains  of  the  fzd 
regiment,  to  lit  as  members  of  a  general 
court  martial  on  Friday  next.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  having  feriouffy  taken  into  conli- 
deration  the  conduct  of  Maj.-Gen.  Sir  J. 
Burgoyne  on  this  occafion,  and  alfo  up¬ 
on  others,  look  upon  it,  as  they  are 
bound  in  duty  to  the  State,  and  to  the 
Company,  to  prevent,  by  every  autho¬ 
rity  veiled  in  them,  as  the  fiipreme  power 
of  this  Prclidency,  the  mifehiefs  and  fa¬ 
tal  confequences  tliat  would  follow,  if 
Sir  J.  Burgoyne  was  not  immediately  dil- 
(piahfied  from  a  repetition  of  it ;  they 
have  refolved,  and  it  is  refolved  to  be 
ncccirary  for  the  fervice,  that  Maj.-Gcn, 
Sir  J.  Burgoyne,  Bart,  be  put  under  ar- 
rcll,  without  lUIay,  arul  that  the  toHow- 
ing  general  orders  be  ilTued  :

The  whole  tenor  of  your  proceedings 
fince  their  general  order  of  Sept.  17.  laft 
had  appeared  to  them  fo  extraordinary, 
that  they  did  not  think  it  prudeut  after 
that  to  give  their  fan^lion  to  any  military 
authority  which  you  might  think  fit  to 
alTumc.  As  long  as  it  did  no  real  mif- 
chief,  and  the  public  fcrvice  was  not 
materially  impeded,  they  declined  taking 
notice  of  it ;  but  now.  Sir,  it  becomes 
ablblutely  unavoidable.  It  is  their  duty 
to  provide  for  the  fafety  of  the  common¬ 
weal,  and  to  prevent  it  from  fuftering  any 
detriment ;  tliey,  therefore,  cannot  per¬ 
mit  that  you  iliould  aflume  and  exercife 
a  power  of  calling  away  at  your  pleafure, 
without  thecenfent  of  government,  fuch 
officers  as  have  been  fpccially  inflruded 
by  it  with  commands. 

If  the  (liadow  of  fuch  authority  in  you, 
or  any  other  officer,  were  allowed,  the 
Company  would  be  deprived  of  the  be¬ 
ne  tit  of  his  Majefty’s  troops,  which  were 
feiit  out  here  for  their  fcrvice,  at  an  im- 
nienle  cxpcnce,  .and  might  luH'erthe  moft 
Perious  injury  where  clPential  afiifiance 
was  expected. 

Under  ihefc  imprefiions,  Sir,  the  per¬ 
emptory  repetition  of  your  orders  to  Col. 
Straubenzee,  to  whom  this  government 
had  confided  the  charge  of  the  fort  and 
garrifon  of  roouamallce,  to  attend  upon 
other  duty,  as  fignified  in  your  letter  to 
him  of  the  a9th  curt,  although  you  were 
.acquainted  with  the  Committee’s  inllruc- 
tions  to  him,  h  confidcrcd  by  them  to 
be  fuch  a  violation  of  public  duty,  fuch 
a  perverfion  of  all  fyftcm,  good  order, 
.'ind  authority,  a*?,  if  not  immediately 
obviated,  would  create  infinite  anarchy 
in  the  fcrvice,  and  prove  of  fatal  confe- 
qiience  to  the  Britiih  empire  in  India. 

It  is  necefiary  for  the  Committee  to 
rail  to  your  mind  the  other  parts  of  your 
condu(^t,  particularly  oo  Sept.  19.  lait, 
when  you  left  the  army  in  the  night, 
without  hrave. 

On  very  maturely  confidering  every 
eircumilancc  before  tiicm,  they  find  them* 
iclves  obliged  to  order  you  into  arreft, 
and  have  direifted  me  to  give  you  this 
particular  information  of  it. 

from  the  whole  of  their  deportment 
to  you,  Sir,  .you  cannot  but  obferve, 
that  it  is  nut  without  great  reluctance 
they  row  perform  this  part  of  their  duty* 

VVhen,  on  Sept.  ao.  after  your  quit¬ 
ting  the  army  without*  kave,  as  above 
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mentioned,  you  wrote  to  the  Govcrm>f 
that  you  was  ready  to  furrender  your- 
felf ;  the  anfwer  w.is  conceived  in  the 
fpiiit  of  the  ntmidl  moderation,  and  af- 
fured  yon,  that  there  vvas  not  any  inten¬ 
tion  ot  calling  upon  you  t»»  give  an  ac¬ 
count  of  your  condu«^t  here,  or  to  lay  any 
rertraint  upon  your  jKifon,  nnlels  forne 
future  a^tcommiued  by  >011  lln>uld  lorce 
them  to  adopt  a  tneartire  which  would 
be  fo  painful  to  them. 

I  am  diieded  by  the  Committee  to  af- 
fure  you,  Sir,  that,  by  the  mtafurc  you 
have  now  foictd  tlKm  toa<lopt,  it  is  not 
meant  that  yon  ihould  futfer  any  prefeut 
incouveniency  or  perfonal  hardfhip.

I  laft  night  rectived  your  letter  of  yc- 
fterday’s  date,  t»)getht  r  with  the  extracts 
of  govei  nment’s  orders,  which  were  de¬ 
livered  to  me  hy  lA-Col.  Malcolm,  Ad¬ 
jutant-General  iv  the  Company’s  forces. 
By  thefe  1  find  you  have  thought  proper 
to  pul  me  into  a  military  arreft,  for  ha¬ 
ving,  in  the  full  place,  fiimmonrd  Col. 
Straubenzee,  and  two  captains  of  the52d 
regiment  of  foot,  at  Poonamallec,  toat- 
tend  a  general  court-martial  on  P'riday 
next,  although  1  knew  they  had  the  Se¬ 
lect  Committee’s  orders  to  remain  in  that 
fort;  and,  in  the  fecond  place,  for  ha¬ 
ving  quitted  the  army  in  the  night  of 
Sept.  19.  laft,  without  leave. 

1  therefore  now  think  it  incumbent  on 
me  t  liiis  pulihely  to  infui  m  you,  my  J.,ord 
and  Gentlemen,  that  1  formally  proteft 
againft  this  proceeding,  Firft,  becaufe, 
by  the  articles  of  war,  1  c*aii  find  no 
powers  whatever  vefted  in  you,  that  call 
authorife  your  aftumption  of  fucli  mili# 
tary  powers  in  regard  to  any  of  his  Ma- 
jelly’s  officers,  efpccially  his  commander 
in  chief;  and,  fecondly,  becaufe  you  arc 
not  enabled  to  bring  me  to  a  general 
court-martial,  which,  by  the  lawbof  the 
Und,  I  have  a  right  to  in  eight  daya  after 

my 
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my  being  tirft  arrcf^ed.  Having,  there¬ 
fore,  fubmitted,  it  is  neccflary  for  me  to 
inform  you,  that  by  having  done  fo,  I 
by  no  means  acknowledge  your  power; 
but  the  recent  example,  wherein  Maj.- 
Gen.  Stuart  was  infulted  in  his  own  houfe 
by  an  armed  force  [p.  loi.],  fufftciently 
proves  to  me  that  reliltance,  if  I  had 
made  any,  would  have  been  vain.  1 
O.all  not  now  enter  into  any  jullification 
of  iny  ccmdiicf  whatever,  hut  pray  you 
to  recollect,  that  in  my  letter  of  the  30th 
olt.  I  oflerrd  to  with-hold  my  powers  as 
commander  m  chief  of  his  Majefty’s 
troops  in  fummoning  a  general  court- 
martial,  provided  the  government  of  this 
country  ordtied  me  fo  to  do.  The  pre¬ 
text  ot  ordering  Col.  Straubenzee,  and 
the  captains  of  the  jad  regiment,  to  re¬ 
main  in  the  fort  of  Poonamallee,  as  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  Hate  and  common- weal, 
and  not  attend  the  couit-martial,  when 
only  the  day  before  Col.  Straubenzee  had 
returned  from  Madras,  where  he  had 
been  fuffertd  to  remain  for  a  week,  and 
all  his  officers  to  go  indiferiminately 
backwards  and  forwards,  is  a  pretext  I 
fhould  have  thought  too  poor,  too  piti¬ 
ful,  and  too  ridiculous  even  for  the  Se- 
le<^i  Committee  of  Fort  St  George  to 
adopt. 

Common  fenfe  muft  detect  fuch  impo- 
fition  ;  and  the  prefent  fituation  of  pu¬ 
blic  affairs  nuift  prove  the  order  not  ne- 
etll.iry:  bcfides,  you  will  pleafe  to  oh- 
Krve,  that  though  in  my  letter  of  the 
t:9lh  ult.  1  flill  (^dered  Col.  Straubenzee, 
and  the  captains  of  the  52d  regiment,  to 
fit  on  the  court-martial,  I  did  not  fum- 
mon  them  out  of  the  fort,  as  the  orders 
ft  nt  to  the  dirtcrent  regiments  w’ill  prove  ; 
for  in  them  the  members  were  informed 
the  place  of  meeting  would  be  inferted  in 
Thurfday’s  orders,  and  probably  wasde- 
ligned  to  fit  at  Poonamallee.  Indeed, 
your  Lordihip  having  refufed  for  the 
court  to  lit  in  Fort  St  George,  proves  the 
iiccefllty  of  its  meeting  elfewhcre. 

On  this  head,  therefore,  I  believe  you 
will  hardly  be  able  to  prove  any  difobe- 
dience  in  me  to  your  orders. 

You  are  pleated  to  tell  me,  in  your 
letter,  that  you  have  conftantly  been 
guided  by  principles  of  moderation  and 
cunliltency.  With  thofc  of  conlillency 
you  molt  ccitainly  have;  for  there  is 
baldly  one  perfon  whofe  misfortune  it 
has  been  to  h.ivc  any  tranfaCtion  with  you 
liULC  the  Right  ilon.  Prefident’s  arrival, 
w  ho  has  not  had  icafon  locurfc  the  hour 
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his  ill  ftars  doomed  him  to  have  any  con. 
nedfions  with  his  Lordihip  !  His  High- 
nefs  the  Nabob,  the  Supreme  Foard,  the 
late  gallant  and  much  reveied  Command¬ 
er  in  Chief  Sir  Kyre  Coote,  Sir  Falwara 
Hughes,  Gen.  Stuart,  myfelf.  and  many 
others,  both  in  public  and  private  fta- 
tions,  are  proofs  undeniable,  that  your 
confiftency  is  one  uniform  and  general 
plan  of  tyranny  and  oppreflTion.  uf  mo¬ 
deration,  i  am  forry  it  is  not  in  my  power 
to  quote  more  inHances,  than  of  that  in 
the  cafe  of  Maj.-Geii.  Stuart,  your  late 
commander  in  chief,  an  old  foldier,  uhj 
had  lolf  a  limb  in  your  fervice,  whom, 
after  having  vilified  in  a  letter  fo  indecent, 
that  M.  de  Bufiy,  into  whofe  hands  a 
oipy  of  it  fell,  could  not  help  (though  an 
enemy  in  arms  at  that  time  to  Citu. 
Stuart)  expreflTmg  his  indignation  at  the 
in  full  offered  to  the  whole  profeflion  ol 
honour  and  arms;  him  (1  fay)  you  or¬ 
dered  home  in  a  vcflel,  generally  thought 
by  every  body  fo  unfit  for  the  long  voy¬ 
age,  that  the  General  himfelf,  alter  he 
was  on  board,  wTote  me  a  letter,  to  fay, 
it  muft  be  a  miracle  that  could  preferve 
his  life,  even  if  the  fliip  arrived  fafe,  the 
accommodations  were  fo  bad,  and  fo  un¬ 
fit  for  a  perfon  in  his  helplefs  fituation. 
You  are  likewife  pleafed  to  fay,  that 
from  the  whole  of  your  deportment  to 
me,  i  cannot  but  obferve  that  it  is  not 
without  relu(5fance  you  perform  this  part 
of  your  duty.  1  do  verily  believe  it  is ; 
but  I  muft  attribute  that  reUnilance  to  a 
very  different  motive  from  that  you  would 
infinuate  ir  to  be. 

The  time  muft  come,  and  you  know 
it,  when  ample  juftice  muft  be  done  me ; 
and  w’hen,  diverted  of  the  plumes  of  go¬ 
vernment,  you  muft  anfwtr  for  your  coii- 
dmtt,  and  the  injuries  done  me.  I  lhall 
only  now  obferve  that  tiie  words  with 
which  you  conclude,  viz.  “  1  iiat  you 
do  not  mean  I  ibou’d  folfer  any  preftni 
hardfhips  during  myarreit,"  are  too  in¬ 
definite  and  vague  for  me  to  profit  by 
them.  1,  therefore,  beg  to  know  the 
condition  of  my  arreft,  to  which  having 
fubmitied,  I  lhall  fcnipulouriv  adhere.

Refolved  unanimoully,  —  That  the 
thanks  of  this  Court  be  conveyed  to 
Warren  Mailings,  Efq;  for  his  firm, 
unwearied,  and  fiicceisful  endeavouis, 
in  procuiing  the  late  peace  with  the 
IcAcral  powers  in  India. 

—That  the  thanks  of  this  Court  be 
conveyed  to  the  Supreme  Council,  for 
the  allillance  they  have  given,  in  procu¬ 
ring  the  late  peace  with  the  fevcral 
powers  in  India. 

— That  our  (iovernor-Gencral  and 
Council  be  directed  to  inform  Mr  Da¬ 
vid  Anderfon,  that  this  Court  entertain 
a  proper  fenfe  of  his  inallcrly  condud, 
in  negotiating  with  the  Mahratta  powers, 
and  that  they  fliall  rank  him  among 
thole  w'ho  may  have  a  claim  to  their  fa¬ 
vour. 

— That  the  thanks  of  this  Court  be 
given  to  the  Rt  Hon.  Ltnd  Macartney, 
for  his  zeal  and  a^ilivity  in  the  Compa¬ 
ny’s  fervice,  and  for  his  afiillancc  in 
procuring  the  late  peace  in  India. 

Londoriy  Krj.  i.  A  few  days  ago,  a

Mr  Heinmings,  of  Rond-llrcct, 
w  ho  has,  for  the  moll  part,  retired  from 
bnlinels,  and  does  not  concern  himfelf 
with  any  thing  but  very  important 
Itrokes  in  trade,  had,  according  to  the 
order  given  him,  prepared  the  fervice  of 
plate  for  Mr  Pitt,  and  it  was  all  dciiver- 
<*d  to  Mr  Hemmings  in  Bond-llrcct, 
from  the  difi'cre.nt  workmen,  on  Friday 
or  Saturday.  On  the  evening  of  the 
following  Sunday,  // -uji  all  tik:n  ax:ay 
(igai'ty  nt>body  can  guefs  by  whom,  and 
cjnieJ,  no  body  can  tell  where.  The 
only  circumflanres  at  all  appearing  colla¬ 
terally  to  be  connfwlfd  with  this  extra- 
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ordinary  occurrence,  .are  as  follow:  Thvt 
a  hackney-coachman  has  been  found, 
who  depi'fes,  that  fie  was  called  oil  a 
(land  in  Oxford  ftrect,  by  three  men, 
whom  he  fet  dow  n  towards  the  weft  end 
of  Conduit-flreet ;  that  the  coach  was 
kept  for  them  in  waiting,  and  that,  in 
the  courfe  of  about  half  an  hour,  they  all 
three  returned,  with  bundles  of  a  very 
large  lize,  and,  as  tfiey  fremed,  of  great 
weight;  that  on  the  tfiree  men  getting, 
thus  loaded,  into  the  coach,  the  man 
was  ordered  to  drive  to  Old-flrect  Road; 
that  in  his  way  thither,  he  was  bu!  to 
Hop  at  a  houle  in  Long-lane,  wlicre  one 
of  the  men  got  out,  and,  after  Haying  \ 
few  minutes  in  the  hoiife,  he  returned, 
and  laid  to  his  companions,  “  We  need 
go  no  lavlhcr;”  ou  this  tiu  y  all  got  out, 
and  the  bundles  were  carried  into  the 
houle.  The  time  in  whicli  this  happen¬ 
ed  was  at  the  fame  time  that  the  rob¬ 
bery  w’as  committid,  viz.  between  the 
hours  of  feven  and  nine  in  the  evening. 

The  lofs  fuHaiued  liy  this  incident  is 
valued  at  near  3000 1.  Sterling.  The 
weight  was  above  1200  ounces  of  metal, 
bclides  the  workinanlhip  of  the  filver, 
which,  in  many  of  the  articles,  miiH  have 
coHalmoll,  if  not  quite  as  much  as  the 
intrinlic  value  of  the  plate.
